This 
addition, 160 feet wide by 600 feet long, 
gives our Peoria plant a total length of 
1,200 feet. 

You see, we have a personal God, a 
personal Saviour. Isn't it marvellous that 
He is willing to condescend to make a 
personal deal with you and me, the crea^ 
tures of His hands? 

If I did not seek to give God the glory 
and tell the world that this business really 


belongs to Him, seeking to honor Him in 
the dedication of this splendid new build' 
ing, I would not be fulfilling my part of 
the deal. 

On the other hand, I would not seek to 
lower His grace to the level of a bargain. 
The Lord Jesus Christ in the shedding of 
His precious blood to wash away our sins 
has done that which we can never repay. 
The Lord of Glory left the ivory palaces 
and came down into this world of woe — 
Who, though He was rich, yet for our 
sakes became poor, that we through His 
poverty might become rich — when we 
look at it from that angle, we must admit 
that no mortal will ever be able to repay 
Him. But because I believe that God 
wants business men, as well as preachers, 
to be His servants, I believe that a fac' 
tory can be dedicated to His service as 
well as a church, and that it can be used 
as a means of saving many souls.

Motorists Directed 
From Air By Radio 

Cruising over Ckiok County in a trans' 
port plane on a recent Sunday, a county 
highway official and a local judge had 
such success in directing traffic by radio 
around congested spots, says Time, that 
they announced they would, continue to 
use this new traffic control method every 
Sunday until the end of summer. Their 
short wave directions are relayed directly 
to motorists by Station WBBM. 

Thus the drivers of radio equipped 
cars traveling on Sunday near Chicago 
who are tuned in on WBBM are apt 


to hear the program interrupted with 
such advice as: “All motorists from Joliet 
bound for points east of Hammond 
should use U. S. Highway No. 6 to avoid 
a detour on Route No. 30 between 
Lenox and Frankfort.” 

Just so, God looks down and directs 
the lives of His children. He Who knows 
the end from the beginning sees all that 
lies ahead in the paths they are traveling, 
knows how to guide them around and 
through the tangles and snarls. And those 
who are tuned in through prayer and 
faith and obedience get their directions 
from His Word just as readily and as 
plainly as the Cook County motorists 
tuned in on WBBM get theirs from the 
words of traffic officers cruising overhead.
